Paris, Aug. 2S—.French troops last 


night captured Chaulnes, the great 
German defensive point on the P:- 
oarJy Front, the French War office 
announced to-day. 


The advance on the whole front be- 


cween Chauhies and the Oisa contin- 
ued throughout the night and this 
morning and the French have now 
reached the vital railway 
town of 


Xesle. 


Thirty villages have been retaken 


since yesterday, and at some points 
the French have penetrated the Ger- 
man lines for seven miles and a half. 
The French are now within two miles 
of the Somme at a point north of 
Xesle- 


"During the night our troops main- 


tained contact wish the German rear 
guard north and south of the Avre/' 
the communique said. "This morning 
we progressed north of "the Avre" 
reaching Licourt, four miles ease of 
Chalons. 
Our line now runs from
